CHICAGO, Sept. 27.—Judge Jos- 
eph David of Superior Court yes- 
terday barred members of the Ku 
Klux Klan from juries serving in his 
court.

Quick Action of Sailor in 
Cutting Hawsers to Ten- 
der Declared to Have 
Saved Other Submarines 
Moored to Same Craft.

SAN PEDRO, Cal, Sept. 27.— 
Two men lost their lives when the 
submarine R-6 sank in San Pedro 
Harbor last night, it was officially 
announced today by Rear Admiral 
Herman O. Stickney, commander of 
the Pacific fleet train, and an eye- 
witness of part ‘of the disaster. A 
third man who was missing and whe 
for a time was thought to have been 
a victim of the accident, has been ac- 
counted for, together with all other 
officers and men of the submarine. 

The dead are J. B, Dreffein, sea- 
man, San Pedro, Cal. 

Frank D. Spaulsburg, seaman, 
Cowers Lake, 8. D. 

Greiffein was drowned when, as 


the R-6 sank, he was thrown into the 
harbor waters from the open conning 
tower. His body waa recovered. 

Spaulsberk, it was stated, had un- 
questionably been caught in the 
sinking vessel and had been drowned 
when the water poured into the craft 
through open vents and conning 
tower. 

According to Rear Admiral Stick- 
ney the accident resulted from a tor 
redo tube having been left open. 

+ ‘The craft sqnk in two minutes. 

Divers worked in 35 feet of water 
this morning alongside the R-6 en- 
deavoring to raise her to the surface. 

The R-6, which was of the Holland 
type of submarines, built in 1918, 
was lying alongside of the submarine 
mother ship at the harbor last night, 
moored by hawsers to three sister 
submarines, with which she was 
scheduled to proceed this morning 
to battle pract outside the harbor. 

Heroic of Sailor. 

Zhe R-6 was tied up to the tender 
Camden when she sank. That the 
death list was not larger and that 
only one submarine was involved, is

The Su- 
preme Court, however, did not tind 
that President Carranza exceetied 
the decree ordering the denunciation 
of the Texas Company's properties 
under the provisions of article 27
